$100,000,000 and to draft the leg- 
situation necessary to turn it over 
to a private operator under sale 
and lease. 


Henry Ford is leading the bid- 


ders for the entire plant, with 
two rivals, the Associated South- 
ern Power Companies, headed by 
the 
Tennessee 
Electric 
Power 


Company, and Elon E Hooker, of 
Niagara 
Falls, president of the 


Hooker Electric Chemical Com- 
pany. 


Ford has offered to take the 


properties under a 100 year lease. 
paying 
therefore 
$100,000,000 


during the life of the lease and 
to keep up government interest 
charges, witn guarantees to man- 
ufacture 40,000 tons of fertilizer 
nitrates from which 200.000 tons 
of commercial frrtilizers could be 
manufactured. He would sell thi* 
feritlizer to farmers at cost plus 
eight per cent. 
Ford would re- 


serve the power.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Within an hour after 


it met^ today, the senate was again plunged into a 
turmoil of bitter debate -over the oil leasing scandals 
—started when Senator Norris, Republican, of Ne- 
braska, charged that the leasing of Teapot Dome and 
Elk Hills reserves to the Sinclair and Doheny inter- 
ests were "made in utter disregard for law." 


"The executive order (issued by President Hard- 


ing) transferring the reserves from the navy to the 
interior department was absolutely and completely 
without authority and in open defiance of law," de- 
clared Norris, while a packed chamber and thronged 
galleries hung on every word. 


While Norris held the floor with a vitriolic at- 


tack on the legality of the acts of the Harding ad- 
ministration, other developments came thick and fast 
in the sensational proceedings. 


Hold Appointment* Premature 


Chief among these was the action of the senate 


appropriations committee. com]>psed of nine KepubM- 
cans and six Democrats, in voting to withhold- from 
President Coolidge the $100,000 he asked to pay Silas 
H. Straw and Thomas W. Gregory as special counsel 
to investigate and prosecute the Teapot Dome 'case, 
unless he sent the appointment to be confirmed by the 
senate. 


The committee's action reflected a general feeling 


of "pique" among members of the senate against the 
president for having made Ms appointments, while 
the senate was still debating the resolutions granting 
him the authority. 


Senators attending the meeting held behind clos- 


ed doors, were reported to have freely expressed their 
displeasure of what they considered "the president's 
slight" of the senate. 


The action of the committee was unanimous, all 


the more surprising in view of the fact that among its 
members are such staunch supporters of the adminis- 
tration as Senators Smoot, Utah; Lenroot, Wisconsin, 
and Curtis, of Kansas. The action was proposed by 
McKellar, Democrat, of Tennessee. 


Teapot Dome Developments Today 


Other developments were: 


1.—The senate public lands committee de- 


clined to accept the word of the four physicians 
attending ex-Secretary of the Interior Albert B. 
Fall that he is in a state of health so precarious 
that he cannot appear for questioning, and voted 
to send three medical experts to be chosen by 
Senators Walsh and Smoot to his bedside to make 
an additional examination. 


2.—E. L. Doheny, who leased Elk Hills re- 


serve from Fall shortly after loaning him $100,000 
made an unsuccessful effort to appear before the 
committee to testify. The committee declined to 
hear "him and instructed him to come back Friday. 


3.—The naval affairs committee of the house 


launched an independent house investigation to 
ascertain what benefit the navy derived out of 
the leases; Secretary Denby having defended 
them as beneficial to the navy. 


4—Admiral Legregory of the navy, testified 


before the house committee that Secretary of the 
Navy and not subordinates, directed the making 
of construction contracts with the Doheny and 
Sinclair interests whereby they built storage 
tanks and harbor improvements for the navy in 
exchange for royalty oil. 
Charge Executive Usurpation of Authority 
The senate debate, however, held the center of 


the stage. 
Norris, not only charged that the leases were 


without standing under the law, but he declared it 
was executive usurpation of authority that would 
abolish the legislative branch of the government and 
\vreek ariv government.. 


'•No lawyer can defend or uphold that (Harding) 


order, issuecfin defiance of an express act of cong- 
ress," Norris said. 


"If we close our eyes as the legislative body of 


the nation to this flagrant violation of law, we will 
set up a precedent established by despots and pirates 
that will crush the life out of the country. 


"If the executive order was illegal, then the 


leases made by the former secretary of the interior 
are as void and illegal as the original order of trans- 
fer."Norris declared the Dohney contract was an ex* 
penditure of public funds in the form of oil for tb«
